After  foui  teen  vears  absence 
from  our  Coast  Mission  Field  as  a kiborer, 
the  waiter  went  up  to  our  Associntional 
Jerusalem  at  Scranton  a few  days  ago  and 
met  with  the  brethren.  The  proceedings 
of  the  meeting  were  virgorous  and  the  re- 
ports  and  speeches  were  indicative  of  in- 
telligence  and  ability.  No  one  present 
could  note  as  did  the  writer,  the  difference 
in  the  personel  of  the  body  from  what  it 
was  in  the  long  ago;  What  changes  old 
father  Time  has  wrought,  and  vet  the  good 
work  goes  on,  and  it  was  said  by  those 
who  knew  thnt  the  meeting  at  Scranton 
was  the  best  in  years.  It  was  encourag- 
ing, and  it  was  good  to  l>e  there. 

For  a numl>er  of  years  the  writer  was 
the  only  Baptist  minister  on  the  Coast. 
He  served  as  best  he  could  seven  ehurehes 
and  preached  occasionally  at  several  other 
mission  points.  Now  there  arc  seven  min- 
isters at  work  in  the  same  territory.  (Gulf- 
port however  has  licen  built  since  my  lor- 
mer  residence  here.)  It  is  worthy  of  note 
Well,  may  it  be  that  five  of  the  seven  preachers  are  Ex- 
Only  that  Confederate  Soldiers,  Hall.  Searcy,  Finley, 
fathom  the  Grace  and  Bowen,  Morris  and  Boone  are 
younger.  The  Ex-Confederates  are  pro- 
lat  elevates  foundly  ignorant  of  the  “preachers  dead 
line"  which  has  been  fixed  bribe  ijnsancti- 
fied  sentiment  of  this  age.

Following  tlie  plea  of  denomination  .1 
necessity,  the  point  of  financial  necessity 
is  urged.  First,  that  coeducation  offers 
mutual  advantages  and  benefits  to  both 
se  xes;  seeond,  that  the  interests  of  the  de- 
nomination demand  a central  zed  educa- 
tional work;  and  third,  that  financial 
economy  necessitates  co-education.  This 
last  plea,  that  tlie  new  system  would  !>e 
in  the  interest  of  Economy  is  an  ai-sunq  - 
tion,  pure  and  simple.  However  plausi- 
bly it  has  been  set  forth  the  penetrative 
mind  will  detect  the  superficial  treatment 
of  a grave  question,  artel  will  insist  that 
if  co-education  does  not 'commend  itself 
upon  the  merits  eif  the  policy  it  must  not 
lie  adopted  for  the  sake  of  saving  dollars 
and  cents. 

In  the  first  place,  it  can  not  be  shown 
that  il  will  cost  less  to  convert  Mississippi 
College  from  its  present  slender  building 
equipment  lor  the  education  of  young  men 
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owed  by  a distraction  and  division  among 
our  force*.  The  opposition  that  the  move- 
ment would  devdpp  would  be  manifest  in 
a hall  hearted  or  indifferent  support  ot 
some;  whilst  it  is  highly  probable  that  an 
irreconcilable  opposition  would  withhold 
their  support  and  patronage  altogether, 
thus  leaving  the  financial  burden  upon  the 
advocates  ot  co  education.  Those  who 
would  take  no  account  of. difficulties  and 
problems  that  attend  radical  changes  in 
administrative  policies  may  dispote  of  this 
last  mentioned  objection  by  charging  the 
writer  with  a ease  of  hopeless  pessimism; 
hut  the  wise  and  the  conservative  «will 
i onsider  every  probable  evil  and  danger, 
even  as  the  mariner  wopld  consult  his 
charts  for  the  safety  of  his  vessel.  The 
voyage  may  be  forecast  by  the  seas1  that 
others  have  known,  sailing  in  these  wa- 
ters. Without  exception  the  ship  of  co- 
education has  known  only  the  stormy  nnd 
the  rocky  sea,  and  it  docs  not  change  the 
fact  to  shut  our  eyes  to  the  real,  because 
ot  the  more  pleasing  prospect  in  the  realm 
of  the  fanciful. 

Baptists  are  united  today  on  Mississippi 
College  ns  never  before  in  our  history;  and 
the  administration  of  our  educational 
work  meets  with  the  most  cordial  appro- 
bation  of  every  intelligent  man;  but  no 
man  among  us  is  wise  enough  to  calcu- 
late the  amount  of  defection  liable  to  arise 
out  of  the  proposition  to  change  the  na- 
ture  of  the  institution,  if  carried  out.  The 
writer  does  not  hesitate  to  say  that  he  be- 
lieves Dr.  Lowrey  and  his  able  faculty 
could  come  as  near  taking  a success  of  co- 
education  as  any  set  of  men  on  earth;  but 
with  a divided  constituency,  with  insuf- 
ficient equipment,  and  with  problems  of 
discipline  and  administration  that  they 
have  never  dreamed  ot,  it  is  not  to  be  ex- 
j»ected  that  they  would  succeed  any  better 
than  other  such  institutions  having  im- 
mensely superior  facilities.  But  be  it  re- 
memliered  that  successful  co-education  for 
young  men  and  wornifn  remains  yet  to  be 
accomplished. 

TWO  COUNTER  PROPOSITIONS. 

1 ertinent  to  the  situation  now  confront- 
ing us,  the  writer  would  submit,  First:  If 
it  shall  after  deliberation  he  decided  that 
as  a denomination  we  must  do  something 
for  the  education  of  oqr  girls,  as  we  do  for 
our  hoys,  then  let  us  consider  the  propo- 
sition of  their  separate  education  by  the 
establishing  of  a separate  institution,  to 
l»e  created,  owned  and  maintained  by  the 
Baptist  convention.  |t  can  be  shown  to 
lie  more  feasible  than  any  co-edueational 
measure,  in  that  the  movement  would  not 
lie  opposed  by  any  part  of  our  people;  nor 
would  it  divide  our  foj-ees.  If  the  conven- 
tion should  decide  to  Maintain  such  a col- 
lege in  addition  to  Mississippi  College,  it 
will  be  found  that  there  are  many  well 
located  cities  and  town!  which  would  hid 
for  the  location  of  such  a school  in  their 
community  so  liberally  as  to  provide  for 
the  greater  portion  of  J the  outlay.  Such 
an  institution  might  be]  located  as  far  as 
possible  with  reference^o  the  geographi- 
cal location  of  Blue  Mountain  and  Hill-

man.  This  denominational  female  college 
should  no  more  work  against  the  inter- 
ests  of  existing  female  schools  than  if  the 
same  work  were  done  in  Mississippi  Col- 
lege at  Clinton.  The  school  might  lie  in- 
corporated  as  ad  adjunct,  or  as  a depart- 
ment of  Mississippi  College,  conducted  by 
the  same  board  of  trustees,  with  one  presi- 
ent  for  the  two,  thus  securing  harmoni- 
ous action  with  an  economy  of  exnondi- 
ture  not  possible  to  co-education  at  Mis- 
sissippi College. 

The  other  suggestion  is,  That  if  nothing 
but  co-education  is  to  be  considered,  then 
let  us  go  about  it  by  the  convention  ereat- 
mg  a Commission  of  a number  of  wise, 
good  men  who  shall  be  charged  with  the 
duty  of  making  a thorough  investigation 
of  the  existing  co-educationnl  institutions, 
with  respect  to  successes,  difficulties  and 
failures;  and  also  the  outlook  as  now  ap- 
pears  for  such  methods  of  education;  such 

commission  to  formulate  a report  to  the 
convention  one  year  hence  of  their  investi- 
gations, and  such  recommendations  as 
their  judgment  may  dictate.  If  this  course 
shall  lead  to  the  adoption  of  the  new  poli- 
cy it  will  come  just  as  soon  as  if  hastily 
and  prematurely  enaeted  by  the  coming 
convention.  It  will  be  removed  from  the 
field  of  discussion,  and  possibly  of  hurtful 
contention.  Not  a day  would  be  lost  it 
resolved  upon.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
movement  should  be  found  to  be  danger- 
ous, or  even  of  doubtful  wisdom,  the  de- 
nomination would  be  spared  the  repeat- 
ing  of  history.

thousands  of  priests,  who  offer  themselves 
at  different  times  and  places  as  sacrifices 
unto  God  on  liehalf  of  the  people.  But 
the  Holy  Spirit  of  Inspiration  says  that 
Christians  “are  sanctified  through  the 
offering  of  the‘body  of  Jesus  Christ  once 
for  all.  ' and  that  he  after  offering  “one 
sacrifice  for  sins  forever,  sat  down  on  the 
J,”  since  by  one  offering 
he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are 
sanctified.”  IIow  unlike  New  Testament 
Christianity  is  ecclesiastical  Romanism! 
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In  a recent  sermon  reported  . by  the 
Times-Democrnt,  "Father  Ryan,”  rector 
ol  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  and  president 
of  St.  Louis  Diocesan  Seminary  in  New  Or- 
leans, highly  exhalts  the  Roman  Catholic 
priesthood.  The  priest  ns  mediator  be- 
tween God  and  men,  “offers  iq  the  name 
of  created  beings  the  homage  due  the 
divine  majesty,  and  obtains  for  these  crea- 
tures from  the  treasury  of  th(  uncreated 
good  the  blessings  necessary  to  their 
created  nature  or  demanded  by  their  lallen 
condition.”  I’aul  affirms  that  “there  is 
one  Gpd,  and  one  mediator  between  God 
and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus, •”  and  Peter 
teaches  that  all  Christians  as  such  “are  a 
chosen  geniration  a royal  priesthood,  an 
holy  nation,  a peculiar  people.”  The 
reverened  “Father”  allows  Christians  to 
“enjoy  an  imperfect  participation  in  the 
priesthood  of  Christ,”  butclaims,  without 
offering  anything  at  all,  that  in  ordina- 
tion the  priest,  not  only  inters  into  “ade- 
quate participation  in  the  prjesthood  of 
Christ,”  but  actually  “receives  the  priest- 
hood of  Christ,  the  same  righti,  the  same 
power. 

“True,  a priest  officiates  with  God  on 
In-half  of  men  through  sacrifice;  and  inter- 
cession. There  is  no  dignity  grtatcr,  no 
ministry  more  sublime.”  "The  perfection 
ol  the  sacrifice  depends  upon  the  perfection 
of  the  victim  and  of  the  priest.”  This 
scriptural  requirement  was  fulfilled  in 
Jesus.  He  was  both  priest  and  sacrifice,

Toe 
Baptist  June  15.  1095  page  S That  de- 
pends upon  what  you  mean  by  “prohibi- 
tion.” The  prohibition  movement  was 
not  started  to  prohibit  persons  from 
drinking  intoxicants  nor  is  that  its  inter- 
tion  now.  Bnt  to  prohibit  those  who  bad 
authority  from  granting  license  to  any 
one  to  sell  intoxicants  as  a beverage  etc., 
it  thus  prohibits  because  no  one  in  anv 
dry  county  of  the  State  has  such  l'c  nsc. 
There  is  a law  to  punish  persons  for  sell- 
ing  intoxicants  without  license  to  do  so 
and  may  be  the  officers  fail  to  discharge 
their  duty  in  apprehending  the  guilty. 
Their  failure  is  not  chargeable  to  prohibi- 
tion and  should  not  be  so  charged.  An 
argument  of  the  antiprohibitionists  is  pro- 
hibition does  not  prohibit  nnd  they  are 
substantiated  by  the  above.  Don’t  sav  it 
again  but  say  it  does  prohibit  that  which 
it  was  designed  to  prohibit.

The  General  Education  Board. 

Who  is  it  that  offers  $25,000?  Is  it  the 
same  board  who  gave  us  the  $15,000  four 
years  ago?  No.  that  was  the  American 
Baptist  Education  Society.  That  board 
is  to  go  out  of  existence  as  soon  as  its 
present  obligations  have  lieen  met.  Its 
money  was  furnished  by  Mr.  Rockefeller. 

He  gave  the  American  Baptist  Educa- ' 
tiou  Society  $100,000  a year  for  ten 
years.  That  society  gave  us  $5,000  at 
one  time  nnd.  $15  000  at  another.  The  ' 
money  was  not  given  to  us  by  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller.  He  gave  it  to'thc  Education  Soci- 
ety,  and  the  Education  Society  gaye  it  to 
us. 

The  General  Education  Board  is  a dif- 
ferent organ-z  ition.  It  is  not  denomina- 
tional. though  the  s.  cretary,  Dr.  Wallace 
Huttriek,'  is  a Baptist  preacher  The  most 
lilieral  giver  to  the  Education  Board  is 
Mr.  Peabody,  though  quite  a numlier  of 
wealthy  men  are  putting  money  into  the 
treasury  of  this  board  for  the  purpose  of 
advancing  educational  interests  through- 
out the  United  States.  I applied  to  this 
board  for  help.  They  have  agreed  to  give 
us  £25,000  on  condition  that  we  will  raise  'c- 
$75,000.  I leel  that  this  board  is  destined 
to  do  a great  work.  There  are  many 
wealthy  m<  n who  are  anxious  to  help  the 
educational  interests  of  the  country.  They 
do  not  know  the  educational  situation  of 
the  country  sufficiently  well  to  know 
where  the  money  had  better  lie  placed. 
Many  of  the  ii  arc  turning  to  this  educa- 
tion board,  pitting  their  money  in  its 
treasury  and  depending  on  its  executive 
committee  .to  select  institutions  that  are 
worthy  of  Ifc-lp.  I hnd^  visits  from  two  * 
representatives  of  the  board.  One  of  them 
was  Dr.  \\  II  Heck  who  was  liom  and 
raised  in  North  Carolina  and  who  gradu- 
ated at  Wake  Forest  College.  N.  C.  He 
looked  thoroughly  into  the  affairs  of  Mis- 
sissippi College.  I found  him  a choice 
spirit  indeed.  After  he  had  made  his  re- 
port and  the  board  had  acted  on  our  pe- 
tition, Rev  Dr.  But  trick  came  down  to 
arrange  the  details  of  the  ag>e  mrnt  with 
mr.  Dr,  Butttick  is  a Baptist  preacher  ol 
gn  at  ability.  I found  him  a man  of  big 
body  and  big  soul  as  well  as  big  intellect. 

I feel  that  the  offer  of  this  board  is  a gen- 
erous one.  They  expect  in  the  future  to 
have  large  money  at  their  disposal.  I feel, 
sure  that  if  we  meet  promptly  and  in  the 
proper  Vpjrit  the  off.  r which  is  now  liefore 
us  it  will  icsult  in  larger  help  in  the  years 
to  come.  Ur.  Butt  rick  assured  me  that 
they  would  always  Ik*  ready  to  give  friend- 
ly consideration  to  nnj-  request  we  might 
make  of  them.
